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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1901. 


To the Inhabitants of Chesterfield: 


All the scholars in town have been given the privilege 
of thirty weeks of school. The school, known as No. 3, 
had only one term, the others two terms, the pupils were 
conveyed to No. 1, and in No. 7, during the fall term, the 
scholars were conveyed to No. 13, with good and satisfac- 
tory results. 

The tardiness, as will be seen by examining the statis- 
tical table, have been more numerous than would appear 
to be necessary. 

Let your motto hereafter be, start a little earlier and 
get there, but be sure and get there! 

At the last annual meeting of the town an appropria- 
tion of two hundred dollars ($200) was made for: repairs 
of schoolhouses; and of this sum one hundred and sixteen 
dollars and eighty-one cents have been expended for labor 
and material used in shingling, painting and putting house 
No. 13 in comfortable and sanitary condition. 

To parents and others we return our heartiest thanks 
for their generous efforts to aid us in advancing the inter- 
ests of our schools; and if both parents and children 
would develop sufficient interest in learning to keep their 
children in school until older, making our schools larger 
thereby, better teachers might be employed, more advanced 
studies pursued and a much better education given our 
children for but little increase of expense. 
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The tendency at present is to finish school education at 
the earliest period, and more particularly the boys hasten 
from school at a time when they are just beginning to 
learn rapidly, and might if they continued their studies 
gain morein one year than they had previously in several. 

Parents, keep your children in school as long as you 
can. Encourage them to store their minds, and fit them- 
selves for serious and useful life-work. 

Children, do not be ashamed to be the oldest scholar in 
school, but plod on and strive to be the best. Be in no 
hurry to strike out for yourselves. Fit yourselves for the 
duties of life, and do not let the chance of earning money 
sufficient, so you can wear better clothes and waste more 
money than your parents can afford, deter you from fitting 
yourselves so you can command and retain honorable and 
remunerative positions. 

If you do not qualify you cannot secure and hold the 
places you ought. 

The demands of the age increase, prepare yourselves to 
meet them. Reward is at the top and drudgery at the 
bottom of the ladder; parents, will’you help your children 
to climb?
